RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, for twenty years, Mr. William R. Quinlan has served the people of Cook County on a pro 
bono basis as Chairman of the Cook County Judicial Advisory Council (JAC) and, since his appointment 
in April of 1991, has served four successive administrations, those of Presidents Richard J. Phelan, John 
H. Stroger, Jr., Bobbie L. Steele, and Todd H. Stroger; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Quinlan has worked tirelessly to fulfill the statutory goal of the JAC to study and devise 
means to improve the administration of justice in Cook County and has brought to this mission his 
considerable legal experience and knowledge garnered as Corporation Counsel for the City of Chicago 
from 1974 to 1980 under Mayor Richard J. Daley, as Cook County Circuit Court Judge from 1980 to 
1985, as Appellate Court Judge from 1985 to 1989, as Parliamentarian for the Cook County Board from 
1992-2006, and as named partner in respected private law firms over the past two decades; and 

WHEREAS, in his capacity as JAC Chairman, Mr. Quinlan was instrumental in the administration’s 
efforts to obtain fair funding mechanisms for federal public safety grant programs, which resulted in over 
$35 million of funding for crime prevention programs that the County could not otherwise have afforded 
and that have benefited tens of thousands of Cook County youth and their families; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Quinlan established a funding procurement program that resulted in the JAC staffs 
obtaining millions of dollars of needed outside funding for improvements to the juvenile justice system, 
including federal and private funding for alternatives to juvenile detention and state funding for the 
Juvenile Temporary Detention Center, with reforms so significant that the Annie E. Casey Foundation 
named Cook County a model site in the Juvenile Detention Alternative Initiatives movement; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Quinlan established a program by which the JAC staffs legislative analyses have 
alerted legislators of potential fiscal impacts upon Cook County of proposed penalty-enhancing state 
criminal and juvenile justice legislation and have resulted in millions of dollars of cost avoidance for 
Cook County through defeat or amendment of costly bills over the past several decades; and 

WHEREAS, JAC Chairman Quinlan, in his capacity as unpaid Chairman of the Cook County Criminal 
Justice Coordinating Council, has, since 1989, devoted his time and energy to chairing frequent meetings 
of elected officials and criminal justice system decision makers, including the Cook County Sheriff, the 
State’s Attorney, the Public Defender, the Chief Judge of Cook County’s Circuit Court, the Presiding 
Judge of the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court of Cook County, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County, the Superintendent of the Chicago Police Department, and other local and state leaders, and 
this successful cooperative effort has helped Cook County reduce the Jail crowding that has been the 
subject of two federal constitutional consent decree cases since 1982; and 

WHEREAS, in order to educate and inspire judicial candidates in Illinois to conduct professional, ethical 
campaigns, Mr. Quinlan, beginning in October of 2000, founded and served as Chairman of the Task 
Force on Illinois Judicial Elections, a statewide coalition comprised of leaders of the Illinois Judges 
Association, the Illinois State Bar Association, The Chicago Bar Association, the American Judicature 
Society, and Alliance Bar Associations. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that President Todd H. Stroger and the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners, on behalf of the more than five million residents of Cook County, do hereby express 
profound gratitude to William R. Quinlan for his 20 years of pro bono distinguished service to the people 
of Cook County, Illinois, and for his many contributions to the improvement of the Cook County justice 
system.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


WHEREAS, On December 9, 2009, Governor Pat Quinn signed into Law SB 1466 (PA 96-0832), which 
establishes limits on contributions from individuals and corporations (10 ILCS 5/9-8.5); and 

WHEREAS, currently the Ethics Ordinance does not reflect the state law that limits contributions from 
individuals and corporations to Cook County elected officials, other than those from individuals and 
corporations doing business with the County; and 

WHEREAS, when only selective limits are in place, candidates to Cook County office have to rely on 
donations made by people of higher financial status, allowing a selective few to financially control the 
candidate political committees of elected officials; and 

WHEREAS, by selectively restricting contributions, major influence on policy and votes will come from 
a selective few privileged individuals; a dangerous path towards very specific ideologies and convictions 
being thrust upon governmental officials without the best interest of the majority of Cook County 
residents in mind; and 

WHEREAS, individual contributions over $5,000.00 can greatly influence elected official’s decisions. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Article VII Ethics, Division 2 Code of Ethical Conduct, Subdivision II Code of Ethical 
Conduct, Section 2-585 of the Cook County Code of Ordinances is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-585. l imitations of contributions to candidates and elected officials. 

(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the County or is a lobbyist registered with the County shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $750.00: 

(1) To any candidate for County office or elected County official during a single 
candidacy; or

(2) To an elected official of the government of the County during any nonelection 
year of his or her term. 

(3) To any local, state, or federal campaign committee that is controlled by, or 
established in support of, a candidate for County office or an elected County 
official. 


The combined effect of these provisions is intended to permit total contribution up to, but not exceeding, 
$1,500.00 in a year in which a candidacy occurs. A year, for purposes of this section, is from January 1 to 
December 31 of each year. 


(b) No single natural person shall make contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding 
$5,000.00 in a calendar year; and no corporation or local, state, or federal campaign committee shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $10,000.00 in a calendar year: 

(1) To any candidate for County office or elected County official; or 

(2) To any local, state, or federal campaign committee that is controlled by, or 
established in support of, a candidate for County office or an elected County official. 

(b c) For purposes of Subsections (a) and (b) of this section, an entity and its subsidiaries, 
parent company or otherwise affiliated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and 
partners who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or its affiliates 
shall be considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall be construed to prohibit such 
an employee, officer, director or partner from making a political contribution up to the maximum 
aggregate amount allowed under Subsection (bl, for which he is not reimbursed by a person with whom 
he or she is affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution allowed under Subsection 
(a) of this section. 

(e d) Any contributions made under this section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 ILCS 5/1-1 et seq. 

(d e) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "done business" or "doing business" means 
anyone or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the County or any 
County agency in excess of $10,000.00 in any 12-consecutive months. "Done business" or "doing 
business" also means representation involving real property assessments, property tax appeals, zoning 
matters, and property tax incentives in any 12 consecutive months during the previous four years.

(e f) To the extent that the Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor may be covered by the provisions herein each shall provide notice of the ethics disclosure 
requirements as set forth above. The notice should include a statement that any attorney or tax 
representative who has done business with any of these agencies in any 12 consecutive months during the 
previous four years as result, must adhere to the campaign contribution limitations set forth by the Cook 
County Ethics Ordinance. The Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor shall provide a list to the Board of Ethics, updated quarterly, of attorneys, law firms, and tax 
representatives filing appeals at their office. 

The Board of Ethics shall adopt such rules and regulations as necessary to implement this section. 

(fg) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "seeking to do business" means taking 
action within the past six months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such action 
were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as defined in Subsection (d 
e) of this section. 

(gh) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to provide 
financial audits of county finances are prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county 
official or candidate for county office. 


(h i) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to act as financial 
counsel, bond counsel, underwriter’s counsel, legal counsel, or financial manager for the issuance of any 
bond is prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county official or candidate for county 
office. 


(ij) Any candidate for any county office, or any current elected official in Cook County 
government, shall return contributions found in excess of the limitations set forth in this section within 30 
days of notification from the Board of Ethics. Failure to return contributions within 30 days shall be a 
violation of this section and subject to fines under section 2-602(d). 

Effective date: This Ordinance Amendment shall take effect immediately upon adoption.

AMENDMENT TO AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING A 
THREE-FIFTHS (3/5) SUPERMAJORITY FOR NEW TAXES AND TAX INCREASES 

WHEREAS, The County of Cook is a Home Rule unit and may, under the power granted by Section 6(a) 
of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs, including, but not limited to, the power to tax and to 
incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, the decision to impose new or raise existing taxes should be subject to the utmost scrutiny, 
and be approved by more than a simple majority of Cook County Commissioners. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Section 2-108 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

Sec. 2-108. Parliamentary rules. 

(e) Majority v Votes. Except as otherwise provided in these rules, and except for questions for 
which a higher majority is required by law, all questions shall be determined by a majority vote of those 
Commissioners entitled to vote. A vote of "present" shall not be counted in determining the number of 
Commissioners voting on a question. Any question involving the imposition of any new taxes or 
increases in existing taxes shall require a supermajority vote of three-fifths (3/5), or 11 Commissioners, of 
the Cook County Board in order to gain passage. 

Effective date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be in effect upon adoption.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article IV, 
Sections 74-150 through 74-152, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows:

ARTICLE IV. RETAILERS' OCCUPATION TAX 


Sec. 74-150. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Retail 
Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-151. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 1LCS 5/5-1006 (home rule county retailers' occupation tax law), a tax is imposed 
County wide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property 
at retail, at the rate of one and three-quarters percent through June 30, 2010, and one and one quarter 
percent thereafter of the gross receipts from such sales made in the course of such business. The tax shall 
be paid in the manner provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-152. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy of this 
Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, and in no 
case later than April 1, 2010 2011 , so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to proceed to 
administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July 1, 2010 2011 . 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decreases in Section 
74-191 shall not take effect until July 1, 2010 2011 .

HOME RULE COUNTY SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article V, Sections 74-190 through 74-192, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended 
as follows: 


ARTICLE V, SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX. 


Sec. 74-190. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Service Occupation 
Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-191. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1007 (home rule county service occupation tax law), a tax is imposed 
County wide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of making sales of service at the rate 
of one and three-quarters percent through June 30, 2010, and one and one quarter percent thereafter of the 
selling price of all tangible personal property transferred by such serviceperson either in the form of 
tangible personal property or in the form of real estate as an incident to a sale of service. The tax shall be 
paid in the manner provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-192. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy of this 
Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, and in no 
case later than April 1, 2010 2011 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to proceed to 
administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July 1, 2010 2011 . 


Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decreases in Section 
74-191 shall not take effect until July 1, 2010 2011 .

WHEREAS, Mr. Martinez has received more than one hundred certificates and awards in his 50-year

“America” Award from the Republic of Ecuador; a “TV Personality of the Decade” from the City of Los

WHEREAS, starting out as a secretary, Ms. Hamilton utilized the Upward Mobility Program, rising 
through the government ranks; for the past twenty years she has overseen the Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) and HOME programs for Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Hamilton has been responsible for the stewardship of a multi-million-dollar grant 
portfolio for the State of Illinois; during this past year, Ms. Hamilton has overseen HUD’s allocation of 
$10.6 million in CDBG funds, an allocation of $6.2 million for the County’s HOME program, and an 
allocation of $400,000 for a homeless program; these grants total nearly $17 million in funding, just for 
Cook County alone; and 

WHEREAS, remarkable for her ability not only to see the big picture but for managing the details as 
well, Ms. Hamilton oversaw the recent resolution of audit findings with Cook County and was 
instrumental in bringing closure to an audit that was initiated three years ago by the Office of the Cook

FY 2011 BUDGET DEVELOPMENT GUIDELINES 

As we are preparing to receive your requests of funding for FY 2011, we wanted an opportunity to 
discuss issues that will have an impact on the development of your FY 2011 budget. 

Amendment 10S, which was adopted during passage of the FY 2010 Budget increased the budgetary hold 
back of departments to accommodate the anticipated $32 million of lost Sales Tax Revenue. The rollback 
of .5%, which went into effect July 1, 2010, reduced the Sales Tax Rate from 1.75% to 1.25%. The actual 
revenue effect of this rollback will first be experienced in the final two months (October and November) 
ofFY 2010. 

The Bureau of Finance’s First Pass Plan (6/30/2010) for FY 2011 Revenues anticipated a year over year, 
2010 to 2011, revenue decline in the General Fund of approximately $311 million. The revised revenue 
plan for 2011 is now forecasting a decline of $317 million. Additionally, we expect previously approved 
wage increases and fringe benefits to add another $35 million to the 2011 expenditures. 

This revenue estimate will require process changes and new planning strategies in order to continue 
current levels of service to citizens. Many of you will recall the $502 million projected deficit in 2007. 
We were able to remedy that situation with increasing revenues and expenditure reductions. The 
difference between then and now is that in 2007 the economy was not in the throes of a deep recession. 
What makes this time more troublesome is that there is no foreseeable sign of meaningful relief. The 
current revenue plan reflects continued challenging economic conditions affecting housing, employment 
and consumption. Based on the estimated revenues for next year, our current level of expenditures cannot 
be sustained.

We must look differently at how we develop the FY 2011 budget. Traditional approach would start with 
the 2010 budget then raise or lower appropriations based on existing expectations of spending for 
operations. Strategies in developing the FY 2011 budget will have to include alternative ways of using 
resources. We must be cognizant of and prioritize our primary core functions. Then we must craft a more 
flexible budget, one that gives us leeway to decide how best to utilize available resources. With this as a 
guiding principle we establish the following budget development guidelines: 

1. Budget expectation is 11 % pro rata reduction from the 2010 Adopted Budget with the exceptions 
noted below. 

Fine items excluded from the above calculation: 260 - Professional Services, 298 - 
Special Programs, 818 - Reimbursement to Designated Funds. 

a. 260 - Professional Services. Our expectation is to reduce this 
account by 35%. The reductions will not be pro rata. Any 
Professional Services must be justified in detail. All requests will 
be reviewed and approved subject to available funding. 

2. Use of the Fixed Charges 490, 499 and 899 lines will no longer be available for departments. The 
use of the Fixed Charges Departments is for expenditures that are not directly attributable to the 
function or purpose of a specific department. By placing department specific costs in 490, 499, 
or 899 a distorted view of the actual cost of providing a service or function of the department is 
presented. We are reviewing all charges to these departments to determine the appropriateness of 
the current funding location. We will transfer 90% of 2010 adopted appropriation to the 
appropriate control department. When preparing your FY 2011 request, please identify each item 
previously budgeted in 490, 499 or 899 as such. 

3. County wide contracts must be funded through each using department’s line items. This will 
ensure that the contract is properly funded with required amounts. Any questions regarding the 
amounts for your department should be directed to the department responsible for the countywide 
contract. Underfunding will require a transfer of funds to accommodate the cost of the contracted 
obligation. 

Departments responsible for the initiating, monitoring and payment of countywide 
contracts are to ensure that the Department of Budget and Management Services is aware 
of all departments using the contract and amounts to be appropriated to each department. 

4. Requests for new or increased capital funding must provide an analysis outlining the benefit of 
such a request; improvement to current work processes, service level or additional revenue.
